Ile has used an old theorem or 
principle, known to the world as ‘Fatal- 
ism," as the basis of a new line of rea- 
soning to prove the non-existence of the 
freedom of the individual choice or will, 
The original claims of the fatalistic the- 
ory have been forcibly ejected by the 
Church, with its one-fold revelation 
Book, and by the civil and social laws of 
every civilized society. The ordinary 
mind reasons: “If the individual as a 
member of the family, society, or the 
State, is not responsible, through the 
freedom of his own choice or will, for 
his otfenses against the family, society, 
and the State, but God is, then God 
should be punished and not His agent 
or irresponsible actor.”

longer be crucified between the "two 
thieves" — ignorance and fanaticism. 
Witbout doubt the great majority of 
nominal Christians sincerely believe that 
Christianity is the chief source of al! 
improvement and the mother of civiliza- 
tion. The dominant influence of the 
Church in nearly all] institutions of 
learning gives prominence to this claim 
and to superficial observers settles the 
qtestion. If the tendencies of the times 
had been the same through all bistory 
| tbere might be some plausibility in the 
claim. But even now the science taught 
in the schools is for tbe most part tink- 
ered and tamed tio snit the demands of 
the reigning theology. Iu the Young 
Men's Christian Association we bave 
probably the most cosmopolitan expres- 
sion of the average Church doctrine and 
liberal discipline to be in general Chris- 
tian acceptance. It is supposed to rep- 
resent the broad gauge of ecclesiasticism 
and Christian literature. To its free 
meetings and reading-rooms young men 
and old of all denominations are invited 
aud welcomed, and there is probably no 
Christian enterprise on this continent 
that wields an equal influence so-ially 
and politically except possibly the Cath- 
olics. Men of all religions, and no re- 
ligion support its claims and patronize 
its literature as the representative gen- 
ius and moral conservator of American 
institutions, Few suspect it as an agent 
of sectarian propagandism. Buta single 
incident in its history will illustrate the 
underlying animus better than volumes 
of argum nt based on technical dogmas 
aod logical theorems. Of course tbe 
doings of one branch of any society may 
not correctly represent the purposes and 
preferences of al] members thronghont 
the whole. But in so far as the basic 
idea is involved it may be regarded as 
an index of the aim and general trend 
that rules the whole.

Tte 
first convention beld in Massachusetts 
was in 1553 or 1$54 at Springfield. Others 
were held in Bo:t»a and one very nota- 
ble one in Plymouth. So also conven 
tions ha been held in Providence, R I, 
and in Connectieut prior to this time. 
In fact, about 1566 was tbe culmination 
of ccnventions among Spirituatists, and 
though some bave been beid at times 
since then, the attendance and interest 
has been flagging since thattime. The 
camptrneeting bas almost completely su- 
perseded the convention, These gather- 
ings were of very great use in bringing 
the Spiritualists, speakers, and mediums 
together from al] parts of the country. 
But they failed of securing one impor- 
lant object, for which many of them 
were called, and tha: was organization. 
To be sure there was something al- 
tempted, but it came to naugbt. This 
is not the place to discnss the rcasons 
for the failures. The sad resuits of those 
failures are too apparent to need any 
repetition from me.

The want of bread 
and work is manifesting itself in repeat- 

ed disturbances of social order. In 
Spain, for years, a series of calamities 
have greatly reduced the prosperity of 
large sections, In many places land-til- 
ling wages have been inadequate to sus- 
tain life. At present this dissatisfaction 
is strongly manifested in the strike in 
the coal mines in northern Spain. The 
"organization is very strong, the miners 
enthusiastic, aud, with the support of a 
sympathizing public, may be able to ex- 
act their demands. Yet universally, in 
Spain, there isa growing discord at con- 
ditions prevailing, and the many out- 
breaks of the Anarchists seem indicative 
of more than a spasmodic unrest. | 
From Russia the harrowing tales in- 
crease. The boast of the great Baltic 
wheat stores by the government has been 
exploded as an untruth. Fast upon this 
«omes the report that the czar intends to 
institute measures which will virtually 
restore the Russian peasauts to serfdom. 
The intention is to store one-third of ev- 
ety peasant's harvest in a government, 
' magazine, to use one-third of this to pay 
local debts to the State, and the other 
thirds for the discharge of government 
taxes. In addition to this every peasant 
is forbidden to leave his particular dis- 
trict. This will place him practically in 
the same position from which Alexander 
AIL freed him thirty years ago, 
From England is had the report that 
the immense number of 460,000 miners 
will cease work in a fortnight in their ef- 
forts to prevent the masters from putting 
iuto effect the scheme to reduce wages. 
The mining industry throughout Great 
Britain will be greatly affected, the only 
miners who stand aloof from the move- 
ment being those employed in South 
Staffordshire aud East Worcestershire.

At the late conference of Indian work- 
ers, at Lawrence, Kansas, Captain Pratt 
advocated the distribution of the Indians 
among the white people as the only ef- 
fective means of preserving him.

He said: "If the Indians had been 
orang-outangs they could have been 
made useful and productive long before 
this, had proper means been used.
